This inerease means a corresponding 
increase in the revenue of the city of 
over $70,000, and to this must be added 
over $75,000 to come from corporations 
which have failed to pay taxes in the 
past. 

The figures given out by the city tax 
assessors yesterday morning are as fol- 
lows: 

Tax Assessors’ Figures. 

The total property, real and personal, 
has been assessed for taxation at the 
figure of $73,412,662. The amount for 
the year of 1905 was $68,268,393, which 
shows the increase of $5,144,269. 

The real estate of the city has been 
assessed this year at $56,184,756. Realty 
assessments for 1905 were $62,453,186. 
Gain of this year over last, $3,731,570. 
Assessments of 1906 on personalty were 
$17,227,906. Personalty assessments for 
1905, $15,815,207. Gain of this year over 
last, $1,412,699. 

The money actually put on the books: 
of the tax assessors during the year -at 
the city tax rate of 1% per cent and from ' 
street and sanitary taxes amounts to 
$1,004.162.99. The corresponding receipts 
for 1905 were $934,029.46. showing the 
actual money gain of $70,133.53. The 
number of men between the ages Of 21 
and 50 years who paid street tax during 
1906 is 11,787.

On the Bank Statement—The Large 
Cash Gain. 

New York, November !7.—The Finan- 
cier says this week that a restoration in 
the surplus reserve of the New York 
associated banks was oonfidently ex- 
pected to be shown in last week’s off- 
cial statement for several reasons. There 
was evidence during the week that the 
high rates for call money, resulting from 
depleted local bank reserves, and calling 
*f loans, was attracting funds from the 
interior institutions; therefore, a gain ia 
cash seemed to be foreshadowed. The 
statement showed an increase of - $2,- 
317,300 in-cash, which was a little more 
than the sum that was estimated wpon 
the basis of the traceable movements of 
money. This gain largely reflected re- 
ceipts of cash from nearby interior banks 
for tem ery loaning, and also a return 
flow of money from the west. 

Deposits. decreased , $4,274,000, which 
amount is $99!,900 more.than the sum of 
tne contraction f loans, less the gain | 
in cash; hence the statement made a 
fairly good proof. The required reserve 
against general deposits was reduced b~ 
$1,068,500. addine which to the gain in 
cash made $3,885,800, as the increase in 
reverve to $2,371,675 surplus, against $l,- 
514,125 deficiency in the previous week. 
Last year at the corresponding date it 
may be noted the surplus was. restored 
to $2,915,150 from a deficiency of $2,- 
428,800 in the week of November '!1.

The people have stormed and threatened; the government 
has made demand for a reasonably prompt mail service, but the 
railroads just go on losing time, and delivering mail and freight 
and passengers at destination at their Own convenience, not that 
of their patrons. 

Again we ask, what is it that governs their ation, or lack of 
Why are intolerable conditions allowed.to: become more so? 
In vain have we sought a reasonable explanation for this per- 
sistent disregard of public rights. There is no other conclusion 
than that it proceeds: from a lamentable indifference, which, if the 
people cannot overcome im one way, will be controlled in another. 

Flor it may be taken for granted that the people are not going 
to be trifled with amy longer than they find a way out..

PROPOSED PLAN OF CURRENCY REFORM. 

There is much to commend in the plan for currency reform adopted by 
the committee of the American Bankers’ Association, and which wil] be 
submitted to congress at the approaching session for enactment into law. 

he problem under discussion is a vital one, affecting every busi- 
ness industry in the country, and, in a large measure, the credit of the gov- 
ernment, It has been freely predicted that: if present conditions are allowed 
to continue, it will inevitably result in serious consequences. On the other 
hand, special precautions must be taken to guard against inflation and to 
maintain the market for the bonds of the government, whcih have heretofore 
been the only basis for the issuance of circulating notes by the national 
banks. 

The measures approved by the bankers’ committee had the unanimous 
endorsement of a committee composed of some of the most practical and 
prominent bankers in the whole country. The plan endorsed was decided 
upon after a careful review of the history of nationa] banks for the past forty 
years, and is believed to be as safe as any theory yet proposed. 

Divergent points of view held by the east, as opposed to the south and 
west, were reconciled, and the plan finally decided upon will grant equal 
advantages to the banks in every section of the country. 

Briefly stated, it provides that: 

No bank will be allowed to issue currency in excess of the amount of 
its capital, 

Reserves will be maintained against the new credit currency, just as 
against deposits. 

The government will redeem the notes of failed banks. 

Government money will be deposited in national banks, but will earn 
interest at the rate of 2 per cent per annum. 

Precautions are provided for supporting the market for government 
bonds. 

The plan goes fully into the necessary details of security for the issue, 
redemption pf the notes, reserves and other technical features, which are 
not of particular interest to the public. 

While the measures adopted are admirable, and will no doubt insure an 
elastic and at the same time a stable currency, The Constitution regrets 
that the committee did not go farther and provide for an asset currency, 
based upon cotton and wheat or such nonperishable products as collateral 
security. 

If the banks in the cotton belt and the wheat belt were allowed to issue 
an asset currency based upon these products, it would be of immense ad- 
vantage to the farmer in obtaining money promptly to meet his obligations. 
Even if his security is accepted at less than half of its current market value, 
it would place him in a position where he could dispose of his crop to the 
best advantage and emancipate him from the arbitrary ruling of the cotton 
exchange and thé wheat pit. 

The chief objection The Constitution would make to the measures adopted 
by ‘the bankers’ committee is the‘ failure of the committee to recommend 
an asset currency such as outlined above. 

But this may come in time. 

In the meantime the plan adopted is a long step forward in the right 
direction. #

‘And all these things must be PUT IN THE CITY CHARTER! 

If the curtailment of the humber of barraoms reduces the city’s revenue 
to an amount Yess than the city has a right to expect as & revenue from the 
sale, it is a very easy matter TO RAISE THE LICENSE FROM $1,000 TO 
$1,500. 

This increase in the license will protect the city’s revenue and at the 
same time guarantee a more careful observance of the city’s regulations of 
the sale-of liquor, for the man who pays $1,500, with the certainty of forever 
forfeiting his right to do business if he -disregards the city’s demands, will 
have an extra inducement to be excéedingly careful in his conduct of the 
business. 

All of these concessions can. be secured—and easily secured—if rashness 
does not prevail, and if prudence and good judgment controls the situation. 

The people of Atlanta are not at this time in favor of a prohibition 
ejection.

It cannot do so 
if another prohibition election is forced upon the city, THEREBY DEPRIV- 
ING IT OF THE VERY LEVER NOW WITHIN ITS HANDS TO FORCE 
THE CONCESSIONS ASKED FOR BY THE CITY. 

No wonder many of Atlanta’s most prominent ministers are protesting 
against this reckless talk of the prohibition election at this time—no wonder 
leading temperance men throughout the city are likewise entering their 
‘protest. 

- Théy know that the cause of genuine temperance, and of the peace and 
prosperity- of ‘the: city is not to be best served by risking everything upon 
a stake which may put the cause of temperance back 20 years, and at the 
same time eliminate the practical certainty of securing the additional con- 
cessions which should come from the administration which takes office with 
‘the new year. 

Let us at least give the new administration a fair opportunity to show 
its hand and to establish its good purpose. If that is done, the question of 
a prohibition eléction will settle itself! .

Almost upon the threshold of the gallows, a negro’s life is saved by the 
fortunate and timely discovery and arrest of the real criminal. The jury,

And yet this mdn twice narrowly escaped lynching 
at the hands of men infiszage by the horror of the crime of which he was 
only suspected. 

Never was stronger plea made for the saner course than in the dramatic 
ending of this remarkable trial. It is the province of the laws to deal im- 
partial justice—punishment to the guilty, vindication to the innocent. Here, 
without the intervention of the law an innocent life would have been 


sacrificed. 
It is a serious picture, one that appeals with far OREO ‘force than the 


cold jogic of dispassionate argument to the respect for law—not alone the 
law of the statute book, but the higher law of humanity. Stop and investi- 
gate, it commands, for here, as you see, it is not impossible for circumstance 


to overwhelm with apparent guilt the innocent. P

Ridgway's Weekly, the publication of 
which was commenced simultaneously 
in Atlanta and thirteen other of the prin- 
cipal cities of the United States a few 
weeks ago, will hereafter be published 
in four cities-~New York, Chicago, Den- 
ser and San Francisco. As explained by 
Mr. Jos: Ohl, in an intetview with a rep- 
resentative of The Constitution, ohile 
Atlanta has some of the finest printing 
establishments in the country, none of 
them are equipped to handle big jobs of 
the kind required by Ridgway within the 
t'me required. On that account the 
printing of the weekly in Atlanta and a 
mumber of other cities had to be aban- 
doned. 

The legion of friends of Mr. Oh! will 
te glad to know that he will continue 
to have change of features of the week'y 
cf particular interest to the south, with 
headquarters in Washington, D. C., 
where he will be in charge of the Wash- 
iugton bureau. J. R. Hendrick, Jr., a- 
vertising manager of the Atlanta bureau, 
will go to Chicago, and John A Chari- 
ton, circulation manager, will continue to 
make his headquarters in Atlanta. 

In speaking of the changes made !n 
. of the publishers of Ridgway’s 

ekly, Mr. Ohl said: 


“The change means practically nothing 
more than a change in the place of print- 
ing the paper, this being made for. the 
purpose of insuring the turning out of the 
kind of a publication which Mr. Ridg- 
way believes is due the readers of the 
Weekly. It has been found impossible to 
secure this in a number of the cities, 
tecause of mechanical difficulties. ana 
this condition has, in turn, militated in 
seme degree against the paper itself, so 
much of the time of the local editorg 
‘aving been absorbed, necessarily, in the 
effort to solve these mechanical difficul- 
tles. The plan of using newspaper print 
in the news sections, while it has worke4 
put all light In some of the cities has 
been found practicaliy impossible in som- 
echers. In these there would be a fine 
lcoking product one week to cheer tha 
heart of the publisher, but the next week 
would show a falling back that was more 
than disheartening. This has been par- 
tleularly true in some of the larger cities 
where the best results from a mechanical 
siancpoint had, naturally, been expected. 

“To insure proper mechanical results, 
Mr. Ridgway and? his associates have 
worked out a plan under which they 
will be able to get proper typoghaphical 
appearance with little, if any, sacrifice of 
that timeliness which is one of the strong 
features of the publication. ‘The details 
ef this will hardly interest the public, 
hut the results will speak for themselves 
They will be seen in the next issue. 

“While this change will involye the 
elimination of the purely local sections of 
the weekly, the big matters of vital in- 
terest to each section of the country will 
fot only mot be neglected, but will Se 
covered even more fully and completely 
than would have been possible under the 
local-section idea.

The 
instruction includes the making of san- 
itary camps &s well as the handling of 
guns on shipboard. Among the = receiv- 
ing ships in this service is the old his- 
toric Constellation, one of the famous 
old man-o’-warsmen which played such 
an important part in the building of the 
nation. ‘ 

As for the opportunities offered in this 
service, Lieutenant Pinkston had the fol. 
lowing to say: 

{The marine corps is universally con- 
ceded to be the best drilled and dis- 
eiplined branch of the American military 
servicé, and is the hardest branch for 
the recruit to enter, on account of the 
unusually high standard that is estab- 
lished and maintained. The prospective 
recruit must first pass a very rigid 
physical examination by the surgeon, 
and then a critical examination by the 
recruiting officer, who inquires into his 
mora] fitness and genera] desirability. 
About 70 per cent of the men who ap- 
ply for enlistment in the marines are 
rejected. By these exacting examina- 
tions the undesirable men are elim- 
inated, and only the best—the cream of 
manhood, so to speak—are accepted and 
enlisted. 

“The marine corps is usually kept filled 
up to its authorized strength, and 
vacancies are rare, as a large per cent 
of the men reenlist upon the expiration 
of their enlistments. On account of the 
large number of battle ships and cruisers 
that are now being built for the navy, 
congress found it necessary to increase 
the strength of the corps in order to 
properly police these new ships, and ac- 
cordingly a bill was recently passed au- 
thorizing an increase of tweive hundred 
men. Recruiting offices were estabiish- 
ed in the principal cities, and more than 
half of this number heave already been 
enisted, there .still remaining about five 
hundred vacancies, which will, no doubt, 
be filled up in a few weeks. 


A Four Years’ Enlistment. 
‘“‘Marines are required to enlist for a 
period of four years, and must serve the 
full_ time. The term of enlistment is 
divided as nearly as possible in two 
years aboard a battle ship and two years 
on shore duty. This gives the men the

per month, according to grade of qualifi- 
cation.that he made at target practice;

pay is increased 20 per cent. 

“Board, lodging, clothing, medicine, 
medical ard surgical attendance; in fact, 
everything necessary for his health and 
comfort is provided by the government 
in addition to his pay: The pay of a pri- 
‘yate of marines is therefore equal] in 
reality to a civil life position of $65 or 
$70 per month. In additon to his pay 
and allowances he has the opportunity 
of traveling all over the world and visit- 
ing many foreign countries with all ex- 
penses paid by the government, which 
he would not enjoy in any civil life em- 
ployment. As an addiitonal reward for 
faithful service, men who hold honorable 
discharges from the military service of

Will Johnson, the second suspect, who 
was arfrrested while the Glenn trial was 
in progress, is still in the Tower. The 
grand jury will not meet until next 
Thursday, when his case will doubtiess 
be acted upon. Every circumstance 
points to him being the man guilty of 
the ¢rimhe. As yet Mrs. Camp has not 
seen him. She fs too nervous as the 
result of her ordealin court but she will 
have an opportunity to see him and cor- 
rect what may have been—what seems 
in the light of evidence—her mistake.

No amount of money could have induced 
me to go into the case had I not ‘Yeit 
that way.

I drew for the jury men 
who live in a serene atmosphere, above 
prejudice and above doubt, Men who 
woulg not have hesitated an Thstant in 
rendering a verdict of guilty had the 
evidence demanded it.

I did have a grave doubt about tais 
negro’s guilt and I only argued the evi- 
dence and Mra. Camp’s statement, in 
closing my argument I told the jury that 
proof of good character must always 
ibe considered as weighty evidence in 
favor of the accused.”

ROOSEVELT TO° CROSS 
PORTO RICO IN AUTO 


As Soon as’He Lands at Ponce He 
Will Enter an Automobile and 
Go to San Juan, Whence 
He Will Sail Thurs- 

day for Home. 


Colon, November !7.—Owing to the re- 
cent heavy rains, a landslide occurred 
between here and Panama, compelling 
President Roosevelt’s train to make a 
detour. The landslide occurred at Parai- 
s0, a station on the railroad, southeast 
of Empire and not far from the Culebra 
cut. . 
President Roosevelt .reached Cristobal 
at 3:15 o’clock this afternoon and per- 
sonally inspected the houses of canal 


employees, the camps of the laborers, the 


docks and other points of interest. 

When he reached the railway station 
at Colon, President Roosevelt went up- 
Stairs into the Panama railroad offices, 
whence he reviewed the Cristobal fire 
brigade, which turned on simultaneously 
twenty-one streams of water frem 
hydrants extending along the main street 
from the railroad station to the entrance 
to the town of Cristobal. The forte of 
which went over the ‘tops of 
the highest buildings, proved to be very 
satisfactory to President «Roosevelt. 

Roostvelt Gallops Over Town. 

After the exhibitiofi; President Roose- 
velt mounted ‘a horsé; and accompanied 
by . Chief Engineer .Stevens and other 
canal officials and secret service men, 
galloped over the town. The president 
wag, cheered everywhere. 

Most of the president's time at Cristo- 
bal was devoted to an inspection of the 
quarters of the laborers. He talked with 
some of them and made note of their 
complaints, which were chiefly on the 
scarcity of West Indian food. The pres- 
ident promised that improvements, such 
as the erection of baths and kitchens and 
the paving of streets, would be made. 
When at the commissary, President 
Roosevelt said he saw no reasons why 
the canal commission could not be able 
to sell West Indian provisions at the 
Same price as was being charged by 
outsiders. 

This evening a reception and ball was 
given on Pier No. 1J1, at Cristobal, in 
honor of President Roosevelt and his 
Party, by the employees on the canal 


,commission. 


Begins Homeward Journey. 

President Roosevelt had a confer- 
ence Friday night with the heads of 
the various canal departments and 
went aboard his train at Tivoli at 
8:30 o'clock this morning ~to begin the 
homeward journey. As the train 
passed Camp Elliott, the marines there 
were lined up for review and the 
band played “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.’ At Gatun, President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt disembarked ‘and climbed 
the hill where the big dam and locks 
will be located. 

President Roosevelt said he was 
glad to have seen the canal under such 
Magnitude of the obstacles to over- 
come. He was pleased with the con- 
dition- of affairs and the system now 
established in the zone. 

During the past six days the rain- 
fallhas been exceptionally heavy. 
Friday the rain gauges at Cristobal 
registered 4% inches for 24 hours, and 
at one time {| inch fell in 15 minutes. 
The Chagres and Rio Grande rivers 

ded many 
causing several landslides. 

The president expects to arrive at 
Poncefi, Porto Rico, on Wednesday. 
After landing there -he will cross the 
island in an automobile, and will em- 
bark at San Juan Thursday for 
Hampton Roads. The Louisiana, 
Washington and Tennessee coaled yes- 
terday in the Chiriqul lagoon.

if. it has been clean, and heipful and 
worthy of all confidence, then: for the 
sake of humanity, if not of Christianity, 
let them say that the spirit of Christ 
mbas illumined even this dark, incident, 
and Satan must tremble and admit de- 
feat. Why this pecullar experience should 
‘nave conte to him in this peculiar Way 
only God, whom we love, and truct, can 
know. It would seem He had: chosen 
the invulnerable and made it to: appear 
the viunerable point of attack, and to 
have converted his strength into the ap- 
pearance of weakness, and made tt the 
ground of conggst for victory or’ defeat, 
for life or death. I think among. the 
members of the church court there is not 
one who would more earnestly and un- 
selfishly, consider the dignity, and 
triumph of the church, than this brother 
who, has served her with all his energy. 
There is-not one who would have sui- 
fered more’ intensely -over. the. mistake 
he has made in the endeavor. to ‘avoid 
any breath of criticism against her, nor 
one who would have reproached. him- 
self as sinning, because he had been 
blinded as to the course hé shbuld: pur- 
sue in saving the church’s name, It 
may be that the dignity of the church 
would demand that this servant be mib- 
understood, and humiilated to further 
dept&s than his sensitive, refined,. pure 
nature already has beets. It may be that 
some voices in the church court may 
clamor that for the sake of Christ's 
church he must:be punished, but if a 
wife’s love can testy to the fact that 
he has been always true, patient, Christ- 
like, surely he may feel that the Master 
has said, ‘I do not condemn thee.’ 

“Ss. tragical moment has come into the 
life of a professed, consistent gpinister of 
Christ—one who feels, and néver 
doubted that his Lord has called him to 
His ministry. One who has prayed and 
struggled to tbe of help to the world for 
Christ’4 sake. It is a time® when his 
brethren must decide whether to allow 
an incident forced upon him to tear down 
all that he has in years builded, or a 
time when the unquestionable, forceful, 
light of an éxemplary life must be 
thrown into this gerk corner, and show 
that there is no consistent reason for 
refusing to vindicate him. 

‘Tf his life has been unworthy, let 
them silence*him,. but if it has been true, 
and helpful, surely no one can say, ‘he 
has not suffered enough.’ Not suffered 
enough!) Who can know the suffering? 
The burden has almost broken the heart 
of a brave soldier of the cross. Some- 
where, Some One said once, ‘Bear ye 
one another’s burdens’—but that means—

derly, explain what those words mean, 
just as they would explain them to a 
suffering, dying world.

Judge Mitchell 
and Golicitor General’.Thomas having 
made a recommendation to this effect. 
Governor Terrell will act on this recom- 
mendation, and grant the necessary re- 
spites next week, 8 that the hangings 
will be deferred until after the conference 
adjourns, as it will do the night of De- 
cember $. : 
Milton and Jesse Rawlings, sons of J. 
@. Rawlings, are sentenced to He hanged 
for the same crime on December 7, the 
Friday following. 

The prisén commission will, therefore, 
meet on December § and. 6 for the pur-

So persistently has it been claimed by 
old man Rawlings that his boys did not 
participate in the crime, and that Alt, 
Moore would s6 admit on the gallows 
with the rope about his neck, that it has 
given rise to the belief in the possibility 
of some such statement being made. 


Moore and the old man will, no doubt, 
have considerable weight in whatever 
action the prison commission may take 
in passing on the applications for ex 
ecutive clemency in behalf of'the boys.

The police are on the lookout, and as 
a ciew has already been gotten, it is 
thought that the negroes will be rounded 
up in less than twenty-four hours and 
brought to justice.

The local bankers, almost without ex- 
ception, those directing the affairs of 
national, state and private banks, recog. 
nized the need for some reform in the 
currency. 

J. K. Ottley) Indorses Plan. 

J. K. Ottley, vice president of the 
Fourth National bank, and member of 
the executive council. of the American 
Bankers’ Association, declared yesterday 
that the plan proposed seemed to him 
most practical and sensible. He ex-} 
pressed the belief that widespread ad- 
vantage would ensue to the business in- 
terests of the country, as well as to the 
government, from its adoption and enact. 
ment into law. 
In discussing present ‘conditions Mr. 
Ottley said: 
“Ranks are now authorized to issue cir- 
culating rfotes, secured by government 
bonds, to an amount equal to the capi- 
tal stock of said bank. The original 
national bank circulation was a measure 
intended by the government to create a 
market for government bonds and to en- 
hance their selling price. This has been 
fully accompieu.su, as at the present 
the government sells its 2 per cent bonds 
at a premium. The present law. govern- 
ing the circulating notes of national] 
banks, makes this issue perfectly safe, 
but does not grant sufficient elasticity. 
Now, banks are permitted to issue cir- 
cu’ating notes to the full amount of its 
capital stock. A bank with $100,000 cap- 
ital can issue notes to the amount of 
$100,000. In order to dq this, it must 
purchase $100,000 worth of bonds of the 
United States, and pay ,say $104,000 for 
said bonds. Upon deposit of these bonds 
with the treasurer of the United States, 
the bank is permitted to issue its circu- 
lating notes secured by the bonds, to the 
extent of $100,000. 
‘“Whenabankhas completed this trans- 
action it actually has less money than 
before, incident to the premium which 


for said bonds. 

‘The purpose of the plan which is now 
to be urged upon congress fs to permit 
national banks to issue credit currency 
to meet emergency conditions, subject to 
rules and regulations to be determined 
by the comptroller of the currency. This 
will call circulation into existence when 
needed. It is proposed to repeal the pres- 
ent law limiting the retirement of cir- 
culation to $3,000,000 in any one month. 

“Tt will be thus possible to have an 
elastic currency, tocome into circylation 
when there is a real need, afd to re- 
tired so soon asit has served its purpose. 

‘Ranks in reserve cities will be required 
to maintain a reserve of 25 per cent 
against credit currency. Banks in 
other than reserve cities will be required 
to maintain a 15 per cent reserve against 
the credit currency. In addition thereto, 
each bank will be required to pay @ tax 
to the government upon this credit cure | 
rency, whichw ill go into a guarantee | 
fund and will be maintained to meet any

JACOBS’ PHARM 
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COMMISSION HEARS STORY 
AND FREES WAYWARD BOY 


of a wayward boy came out be- 
fore the prison commission in the 
petition for the pardon of James Dayton, 
whose real name is J. P. Ryan, Jr., of 
Lapeer county, Mich, and who was sen- 
tenced to serve a ten-year term in the 


state penitentiary for assault with in- 
tent to murder Policeman Christian, of 


Savannah. 

‘The seque] came in the action of the 
prison commission yesterday when its 
favorable. recommendation approved by 
the governor, gave young Ryan his lib- 
erty, and restored: him to his father and 
mother, who have endeavored to make 
@ good boy of him. 

Young (Ryan ran away from home when 
he was i6 years of age. He is now 19. 
He wrote to his father from North Da- 
kota, asking for money, but declined to 
come home. He wanted to see the world. 
His parents heard no more of him until 
they located him in the Georgia peniten- 
tiary, where he went under an assumed 
name. 

The boy was arrested in Savannah on 
‘Suspicion of having been implicated in a 
hank robbery at Forsyth, Ga. In the po- 
lice station there, it is charged, that he 
‘was put through the “sweating process’’

justice of his detention galled him. Onée 
day the turnkeys were changed in the 
Savannah police station, and young Ryan, 
Seizing the officer’s billy, struck him 
over the head with it in an effort to 
escape. His only idea, it seems, was to 
get away. 

It was ascertained that he had no con- 
nection with the Forsyth robbery, but 
for having struck Policeman Christian, he 
was convicted of assault with intent to 
murder, and last February was sent to 
the penitentiary for a ten-year term.

(From The Kansas City Times.) 

G. Cc. Clemens, the Kansas lawyer 
and cousin of Mark Twain, who died din 
Topeka, was a picturesque character of 
the Kansas capital city. AS a lawyer. 
his practice was unique in that most oi 
his clients were other lawyers. He haa 
the reputation of knowing more about 
constitutional law than any other man 
in Kansas. 

“Go to old Clem” was the common aGd- 
vice of one lawyer to another when an 
eépecially difficult legal question had to 
be solved. 

Mr. Clemens first distinguished himself 
as a young Kansan by his services as at- 
torney for the Women's Christian Tem- 
perance Union in the enforcement of the 
prohibition law. He “was not in sympa- 
thy with the law, but he enforced it in 
a way that has been the standard for 
his successors. The saloon men soon 
learned that it was cheaper to employ 
him than to fight him. Then he severed 
his connection with the Women’s Chris- 


tian Temperance Union and appeared on | 


the other side of the “eternal question 
in Kansas. 

Mr. Clemens resembled his cousin 
cousin in appearance and, like him, had 
@ vronounced sense of humor. He and 
David Overmyer, democratic candidate 
for attorney general, were great friends. 
They rarely paSsed each other on the 
street without stopping to converse. 
These . conversations always provided 
amusement for bystanders. Mr. Over- 
myer ts short and fat. Mr. Clemen? 
was tall. His hearing and speech were 
greatly impaired in the later years of 
his life. So in the street conversation 
it was necessary for the portly Mr. Over- 


myer to stand on tiptde and shout to 
Mr, Clemens. 

A Joke on the Rev. Mr. Sheldon. | 

A few years ago Mr. Clemens played a/| 
practical joke on the Rev. Charles M. 
Sheldon, author of “iin His Steps.”” He 
stated, in a communication to Topeka 
newspapers, that a set of Ruskin’s books 
had been stolen from his library and that 
his suspicions had been directed toward 
the kev. Charles M. Sreidon, me enued 
his communication by saying that should 
the booxs be returned no questions would 
be asked. The next day he stated that 
his oifer had been accepted and tne HOOKS 
returned and that the “Sheldon incident 
was closed.’ 

At the time of the Spanish-American 
war Major A. M. Harvey, ex-lieutenant 
governor, asked Mr. Clemens why he did 
not enlist. “I’m afraid I woulan’t hear 
the word to retreat,” was his reply. 

When Mr. Clemens was a candiaate for 


governor on the socialist ticket Eugene 
V. Debs, the labor leader, spoke in To- 
peka in the interest of the socialist party. 
The meeting was of the king politicians 
describe as a “‘frost.”” Mr. Clemens was 
furious. He accused the newspapers of 
ibeing responsible. Even when composed 
his speech was difficult to understand, It 
lacked nothing in violence, but it was 
faulty in articulation. So when he ad- 
dressed that meeting his speech was only 

a “bellow’’ to his hearers. The only words 
distinguishable were: “But if that Rough 
Rider were here to show his teeth the 


hall would be packed.’’ That was all of 
a long speech that was understood, 


His Joint Closing Offer. 


At one time a liquor law enforcement 
agitation was on in Topeka. He ofiered 
to post a forfeit guaranteeing to stop all 
illegal liquor selling in ten days if we 
temperance people employed him as at- 
torney. His offer was not accepted. He 
maintained that there was a way to ¢h- 
force the prohibition laws rigidly and 
cheaply.

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NEW CONCRETE BUILDINGS. 


New York to Have a Twelve-Story 
Structure of Reinforced Concrete. 


(From The New York Times.) 

Occupants of the taller buildings In The 
Times square neighborhood have had 
their curiosity aroused lately by a lofty 
wooden structure rising out of the block 
bounded by Seventh and Eighth avenues, 
Thirty-ninth and Fortieth streets. In its 
earlier stages tlis skeleton of timbers 


']0oked much like the ‘‘traveler’’ that is 
/put up on most new building sites pre- 
paratory to the foundation work, but day 
after day men kept adding tier after tier 
to its height. 

The tower is now nearly finished. It 
is 32 feet square and rises to a height of 
147 feet, in the middle of the large plot 
on the north side of Thirty-ninth street, 
just west of Seventh avenue, where will 
be erected the new twelve-story build- 
ing of the McGraw Publishing Company. 
This structure will be built throughout, 
from the lowest ®®undation to cornice, 
of reinforced concrete, and is, it is be- 
lieved, the largest building of its type 
yet erected in Manhattan. This method 
has been employed within the last year 
or two in the construction of a number 
of buildings, but here is to be a huge 
structure. covering a frontage of 198 
feet in which net a brick nor a bit of 
steel such as goes into the ordinary sky- 
scraper framework will be used. The 
bu#ding was designed by Architects Rad- 
cliffe & Kelly, and the contract, for its 
erection is in the hands of Frank B. 
Gilbreth. 

The thing that most impresses one in 
looking at one of these concrete build- 
ing operations is the vast amount of 
preliminary work that must be done— 
the thousands of feet of lumber that must

tbe put in position only to be taken away 
again when the building is finished. 
What the builder in .concrete must do, 
practically, is to erect an entire frame 


fill in the space between. the two and 
then take the frame building down again.

When Goebel died, 
Fejoruary, 1900, Beckham, succeeded him, 
being just thirty years old, one month 
within the age limit for governor.

William the Conqueror. William and his 
queen visited Selby the year following 
with. the intention of arranging the eh- 
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dowments, and here, tradition affirms, 
their yougest .son, afterwards Henfy I 
of England, was born. Various sudcceés- 
sive kings added great privileges to the 
abbey and adorned it with splendid build- 
ings, until it became one of the most fa- 
mous ecclesiastical foundations of the 
north. Its great cruciform ‘¢hurch was 
built by Hugh, sheriff of Yorkshire, in the 
twelfth century. It continued to grow 
in prosperity until Henry VIII fell out 
with the pope and started in to plunder 
and ,suppréss Roman Catholic institu- 
tions. 

He geized the abbey, and after helping 
himself td al] ‘its portable’ valuables, 
granted it to one of his favorites, Sir 
Ralph Sadler, for $3,680 and a yearly 
rental of $17.76. It was gooftl business 
to stand in with the merry monarch fh 
those days. Sir Ralph sold it to Leonard 
Beckwith for considerably more than he 
gave fot it, and thence it descended to 
the Walmsleys of Dankchalgh. By mar- 
riage with the heiress it came into pos- 
session of Lord Petro, and in 1864 was 
sold tu Lord Londesborough. 

One result of the fire is likely to be
